
pollution Smog-related 
deaths are set to soar to 
more than 700,000 in Cana¬ 
da over the next two 
decades, the Canadian Med¬ 
ical Association said yester¬ 
day. 

Long- and short-term ex¬ 
posure to air pollution will 
kill at least 21,000 Canadi¬ 
ans this year, the CMA said 
in landmark study into 
health costs of poor air 
quality. That is much high¬ 
er than a government esti¬ 
mate of 5,900 premature 
deaths linked to pollution. 

"This report shows that 
things don’t seem to be get¬ 
ting better," Dr. Brian Day, 
the CMA’s president, said in 
an interview. 

"And in fact, in terms of 
the actual numbers, they 
seem to be getting worse," 
Day said. 

The CMA estimates the 
costs of health care and lost 
productivity from air pollu¬ 
tion will top $8 billion in 
2008 and climb to $250 bil¬ 
lion by 2031. 

Pollution-related illnesses 
such as asthma and cardio¬ 
vascular disease will 
prompt 
more than 
30,000 
emergency- 
room visits 
this year, 
the report 
said. 

In 

addition, 
more than 
80 percent 
of those who die due to 
poor air quality will be over 
the age of 65. 

"Canada has one of the 
highest percentages of baby 
boomers in the world, and 
in the next two or three 
years the baby boomers will 
hit 65," Day said. 

The report paints a grim 
picture, but Day said he 
hopes the government will 
see it as a problem that can 
be reversed. reuters

‘Terrified' propane 
plant will explode

Jim McQueen lives in fear 
that the propane facility in 
his Woodside backyard 
may someday blow. 

“I’m terrified,” he said 
yesterday from the deck of 
his home on Pleasant 
Street, pointing to the large 
propane tanks and clusters 
of smoke stacks casting 
shadows on his small neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Those fears have intensi¬ 
fied since a massive 
propane plant explosion in 
Toronto last weekend tore 
apart a residential neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

McQueen and his wife So¬ 
nia McQueen would like to 
see the city buy out their

land which butts up against 
Superior Propane, Irving 
Propane, the Imperial Oil re- 
fineiy and the Esso refinery. 

And Woodside-Eastern 
Passage Coun. Jackie Bark- 
house is calling for regula¬ 
tions on the proximity of fu¬ 
el plants to residential 
neighbourhoods. 

“I think it’s unfortunate 
that we often have industri¬ 
al usages right next door to 
residential,” she said. 

She’s siding with Toronto 
Mayor David Miller who is 
looking into whether facili¬ 
ties such as Sunrise 


Propane, where the blast oc¬ 
curred last Sunday, should 
be located closer than 1.6 
kilometres to a residential 
zone. 

Barkhouse said she does¬ 
n’t want to see residents dis¬ 
placed, but would like dis¬ 
tance regulations put in 
place for future develop¬ 
ment. 

“To me it was quite some¬ 
thing to see how close peo¬ 
ple are to some of these fa¬ 
cilities,” she said. “It’s kind 
of mind boggling.” 

Dale Stewart, chief in¬ 
spector of fuel safety for the 


province, said Tuesday he’s 
not concerned about any of 
the propane facilities in No¬ 
va Scotia and distance be¬ 
tween these sites and neigh¬ 
bourhoods is not an issue 
because of the high safety 
standards. 

But Barkhouse said when 
she heard about the disaster 
in the Toronto neighbour¬ 
hood last weekend, it “real¬ 
ly hit home.” 

“We all think, ‘No, there’s 
protections in place and 
things are safe,’ but when 
you realize that something 
has happened somewhere 
else — you think, ‘Wow, 
that’s right on my 
doorstep’,” she said. 

She plans to bring her 
concerns forward to council 
this fall.

He stood by his call for 
corner stores to sell booze 
between midnight and 6 
a.m., but amended it to on¬ 
ly apply in certain areas 
during tourism season or 
before holidays.

Federal Environment 
Minister John Baird said en¬ 
croaching home developers 
and logging companies 
threatened the 830 acre sec¬ 
tion of land near Chester. 

“We’re protecting some 
3.6 square kilometres of re¬ 
ally ecologically sensitive 
land that’s home to migra¬ 
tory birds, coyotes, bobcats 
and tall jack pines,” Baird 
said at a press conference 
at Point Pleasant Park in 
Halifax, yesterday. 

There’s a trail or two 
through Deep Cove the 
NCC will keep open to the 
public. Bill Freedman, na¬ 
tional chair of the NCC, 
said even hunting might 
be allowed in the area if it 
doesn’t conflict with their 
conservation efforts. 

“These lands will always 
be natural, always be wild 
and in most cases they will 
always be accessible for 
public use,” he said.

Long-term

A massive new Capital 
Health contract for exter¬ 
nal health workers has the 
NSGEU president wonder¬ 
ing: Why aren’t we invest¬ 
ing in the long-term? 

Capital Health an¬ 
nounced a four-year con¬ 
tract Wednesday with pri¬ 
vate homecare provider 
Bayshore Healthcare to 
help manage their exter¬ 
nal staffing needs starting 
in September 2008. 

Based on past usage 
rates, the contract is esti¬ 
mated to be worth almost 
$ 30-million, although the 
total value won’t be 
known until the four years 
are up. 

“That alone is very 
alarming,” said NSGEU 
President Joan Jessome. 
“That’s a lot of full-time 
jobs.” 

Capital Health can call 
on Bayshore’s nursing and 
patient care staff to fill in 
for sick days, maternity 
leave or vacations at a 
wage roughly equal to full¬ 
time workers. 

“Before they start paying 
mega bucks of public money 
to private health workers, 
they need to invest in the 
long-term,” Jessome said. 

Brian Butt, a director of 
health services at Capital 
Health, said the organiza¬ 
tion has been contracting 
externally for eight to 10 
years to address the con¬ 
stant shortage of positions. 

“External staff are used 
on a short-term basis when 
we just don’t have enough 
people,” Butt said, noting 
the strategy is meant to 
complement full-time staff. 

Capital Health has been 
struggling to attract and 
keep full-time workers, 
particularly registered 
nurses and the agencies 
can often find people they 
can’t, he said. 

Jessome recounts the 
tale of one mental health 
nurse who showed up at 
her wing, only to find her¬ 
self surrounded by exter¬ 
nal staffers. 

Jessome said she’s con¬ 
cerned “They say a nurse is 
a nurse is a nurse, but 
there are areas of expert¬ 
ise,” she said.

Registry breeds optimism 

National transplant and donation program to benefit Atlantic region

Sandra Winter, a Nova Sco¬ 
tia woman on a waiting list 
in Ontario for a double-lung 
transplant, hopes a new na¬ 
tional registry for trans¬ 
plants and donations will 
increase efficiency and get 
people off wait-lists faster. 

“More organs means 
those 50 people aren’t on 
the waiting list anymore,” 
she said. 

This is Winter’s second 
transplant. The first one 
lasted nine years until she 
had to be placed on a wait¬ 


ing list again just over 13 
months ago. 

Kitty Connell, health serv¬ 
ices manager for the multi¬ 
organ transplant program 
at Capital Health in Nova 
Scotia, says the new system 
is a big step. 

“It will hopefully make 
more organs available to 
people in the Atlantic 
provinces and across Cana¬ 
da,” she said. 

Canadian Blood Services 
will work with the Canadi¬ 
an Council of Donation and 
Transplantation toward the 
creation and management 
of three electronic reg¬ 
istries.

The Urgent Status reg¬ 
istry will make sure high- 
priority patients get organs 
first; the Living Paired Ex¬ 
change registry helps to 
match living donors with 


patients; and the High Sen¬ 
sitivity registry keeps track 
of those patients who are 
more difficult to match be¬ 
cause of antibodies, blood 
type or other challenges. 

Connell said these three 
registries, which are just in 
the planning stages now, 
will increase efficiency in 
organ donation and trans¬ 
plantation because program 
managers won’t have to 
waste time calling other re¬ 
gions in search of a particu¬ 
lar patient or donor. 

“The earlier the organ’s 
transplanted, the better off 
the patient will do,” she 
said. 


All provinces and territo¬ 
ries have signed on to the 
system except Quebec. 

Canada is one of the last 
developed countries to cre¬ 
ate a national transplant 
system. 

According to Canadian 
Blood Services, at the end of 
2007, there were 4,195 
Canadians waiting for or¬ 
gan transplants. 

And 193 patients died 
while waiting last year. 

Winter, who is waiting by 
her phone in Toronto for a 
call from Toronto General 
Hospital, is optimistic the 
new registries will benefit 
patients.

environment Saint Mary’s 
University is getting just 
under $1 million from the 
province to convert its oil 
furnaces to natural gas. 

The procedure will cost 
$1.3 million. Natural gas is 
cleaner than oil, so the 
university estimates it will 
cut the school’s carbon 
emissions by more than 
2,000 tonnes per year — 
the equivalent of taking 
400 cars off the road. 

It will also save SMU 
$200,000 on their annual 
fuel budget of $1.2 million. 

The provincial money 
comes from the $870 mil¬ 
lion Crown share payment 
announced earlier this 
summer. A portion of that 
money was set aside for 
university infrastructure.

And the department has 
audited over 8,000 homes 
and made recommenda¬ 
tions for energy conserva¬ 
tion since the home conser¬ 
vation program began.

The entire Canadian team, 
it seems, will collect fewer 
medals at the Beijing 
Olympics than U.S. swim¬ 
mer Michael Phelps. 

And this, I suggest, sucks. 

Our athletes are emulat¬ 
ing our dollar, falling 
shamefully below the 
Americans. 

Even Mike Brown of 
Perth, Ont., came oh-so- 
close to a medal early this 
morning in the men’s 200- 
metre breaststroke, but is 
also without any hardware. 
He was fourth. 

Perhaps these are pleas¬ 
ant days for manufacturers 
of anti-depressants in this 
country, but I can’t think of 
any other Canadians who

“It takes money to create 
opportunities, and more 
and more countries are 
streamlining funds to 
where the medals are,” said 
Anna Rice, a Canadian bad¬ 
minton player whose stint 
in Beijing was short and 
not-so-sweet. “I think that’s 
sad.” 

It is, especially for Cana¬ 
dian women, who don’t re¬ 
ceive as much financial 
support as their male coun¬ 
terparts. That’s an issue on 
which I’ll elaborate in a 
York Report in the near 
future. 

In the meantime, 
for whatever rea¬ 
sons, our 

Olympians stink. 
Worse than China’s 
air. And that’s awfully

Georgian judoka wins gold 
against backdrop of conflict

Judoka Irakli Tsirekidze 
won Georgia’s second 
Olympic gold medal 
yesterday after advancing 
through a semifinal 
against Russian Ivan 
Pershin against the back¬ 
drop of conflict between 
their two countries. 

“We are very happy to¬ 
day to have won two 
medals as it means very 
much for our country,” 
said the 26-year-old world 
champion, who had point¬ 
ed at the Georgian insignia 
on the back of his judo suit 
after beating Pershin. 

He won the men’s 90-lcg 
title bout by a technicality 
against Algerian Amar 
Benilchlef, shortly after fel¬ 
low Georgian Manuchar 
Kvirlcelia won yesterday’s 
other Olympic gold for the 
former Soviet republic in 
the 74-lcg greco-roman 
wrestling. 

Tsirekidze’s triumph oc¬ 
curred as world powers 
tried to implement a peace 
deal that Georgia and Rus¬ 
sia have agreed in principle 


to halt the fighting over 
Tbilisi’s pro-Russian break¬ 
away South Ossetia region. 

During the post-match 
news conference, a moder¬ 
ator intervened when a re¬ 
porter asked Tsirekidze 
what he had meant by 
pointing at the Georgian 


insignia. 

“We can only have sport 
related questions here,” 
said the moderator. He 
then advised the judoka he 
did not have to answer the 
question, prompting sever¬ 
al reporters to protest.

Brown can’t break goose egg 

Canadian less than 10/iooths out of bronze in 200-metre breaststroke

Swimmer Mike Brown 
had held out the tantaliz¬ 
ing hope of a medal to fi¬ 
nally dent the goose egg 
put up by Canada at the 
Beijing Olympics. 

The pride of Perth, Ont., 
looked in a perfect posi¬ 
tion to become the pride of 
Canada, too. 

Brown looked so good in 
the semifinal a day earlier 
when he was the second- 
fastest qualifier with a 
time of 2:08.84 — one sec¬ 
ond faster than the Canadi¬ 
an record he’d set in the 
opening heat. Only three 
swimmers in history had 
ever gone faster. 

The 24-year-old looked 
like a different swimmer 
in that race, showing a lot 
of power in every stroke as 
he ate up a lot of ground in 
the pool. The question 
was, did he shoot his best 
bullet before the final? 

Hard to know for sure, 
this we do know: Brown 
just didn’t have enough to 
get on the podium. He fell 
just 9/100ths of a second 
short in the men’s 200-me- 
tre breaststroke final won 
for a second straight time 
by Kosuke Kitajima of 


Japan. 

Brown was fourth at 
every split in the race and, 
in the end, that’s exactly 
where he ended up. Anoth¬ 
er fourth-place finish, 
seemingly the bane of 
Canada’s existence as an 
Olympic sport nation. 

Kitajima led throughout 
the race to win in a time of 
two minutes, 7.64 seconds, 
off his own world record. 
Brenton Rickard of Aus¬ 
tralia took the silver in 
2:08.88, while Hugues Du- 
boscq of France out- 
touched Brown at the wall 
to take the bronze in 
2:08.94. Brown was fourth 
in 2:09.03. 

He was shooting for the 
first Canadian medal in 
breaststroke at the Sum¬ 
mer Olympics since Victor 
Davis won gold in the 200- 
metre breaststroke at the 
1984 L.A. Games. 

Also in the pool this 
morning: 

• France’s Alain Bernard 
won gold in the men’s 100- 
metre freestyle. 

Bernard stormed home 
on the final lap after be¬ 
ing second at the turn to 
win in 47.21 seconds, just 


0.12 ahead of Australia’s 
world record holder Ea- 
mon Sullivan. 

American Jason Lezalc 
and Brazil’s Cesar Cielo Fil- 
ho dead-heated for the 
bronze medal in 47.67. 

• Edmonton’s Annamay 


Pierse finished third in her 
women’s 200-metre breast¬ 
stroke semifinal and quali¬ 
fied for the final. 

• Keith Beavers, of Or¬ 
angeville, Ont., and Montre¬ 
al’s Tobias Oriwol each fin¬ 
ished seventh in their men’s 


200-metre backstroke semi¬ 
finals and both failed to 
qualify for the final. 

• Erica Morningstar of 
Calgary placed seventh in 
her 100 metre freestyle 
semifinal and was elimi¬ 
nated.

Hollett said Hicks had 
been talking trash online, 
including remarks about 
Hollett’s family. 

“If you’re going to call 
me out just call me out. 
Don’t involve my family, 


don’t make it personal. He 
took it to another level,” 
said Hollett. 

“He does it to all the 
fighters. He tries to get in¬ 
side their head, but he got 
in my head the wrong 
way.”

Does any vegetable say 
summer like corn on the 
cob? There are many ways 
to cook fresh corn. My 
preference is in the husk 
right on the barbecue, 
cooked until the husks are 
lightly charred and the 
kernels tender. 

Should you have any 
corn leftover, try it in this 
recipe — ideal with grilled 
ribs. 

Corn and Cheese Pudding 

This is a good side dish 
for grilled ribs, chicken or 
pork. Kick it up with a few 
dashes of hot pepper 
sauce. Makes 4 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1/2 red pepper, diced 


• 2 green onions, sliced 

• 2 tsp (10 mL) butter or 
vegetable oil 

• 1/4 cup (60 mL) cornmeal 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 
pinch pepper 

• 1 cup (250 mL) milk 

• 1 cup (250 mL) cooked 
corn kernels 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) 
shredded aged Cheddar 
cheese 

• 1 egg, lightly beaten 

• Few dashes hot pepper 
sauce, if desired 

METHOD: 

In a microwaveable 
bowl, combine red pepper, 
green onion, butter or oil 
and microwave 2 to 4 min¬ 
utes at High, or until soft¬ 
ened. 

In a 4 cup (1 L) round mi¬ 
crowaveable bowl, whisk 
together cornmeal, salt, 
pepper and milk. Mi¬ 
crowave, uncovered at 
High for 3 to 5 minutes or 
until mixture comes to a 
boil and thickens. Stir part¬ 
way through cooking. Stir 
corn and cheese into corn¬ 
meal mixture until 


smooth. Stir in egg, red 
pepper mixture and hot 
sauce. 

Microwave, uncovered at 
Medium (50%) for 4 to 6 
minutes or until mixture is 
firm. Stir gently partway 
through cooking. Let stand 
about 5 minutes before 
serving. 

Tips: 

• Storage: The sugar in 
corn starts to turn into 
starch the moment it is 
picked. If you must keep it, 
wrap in a plastic bag and 
refrigerate. Use within 2 
days. 

• Did you know? The av¬ 
erage yield from a stalk of 
corn is usually 2, some¬ 
times 3 cobs. An ear of 
corn averages 800 kernels 
in 16 rows. 

• Good for you: Corn is a 

source of dietary fibre, 
potassium, thiamin, 

niacin, magnesium and fo¬ 
late.

Grilled Banana 
Upside-Down Cake 

Grilled bananas bring a 
sweet, slightly smoky, 
caramelized flavour to the 
“topping” of this twist on 
a classic, created by our 
friend and collaborator 
Kirsten Milcalson. Ground 
pecans add a little body to 
the cake’s texture and a 
rich, nutty taste. If you’re 
feeling particularly deca¬ 
dent, try serving this 
warm with a scoop of 
dulce de leche ice cream. 

INGREDIENTS: 

The cake: 

• 1/4 cup pecans 

• 1 cup all-purpose flour 

• 2 teaspoons baking pow¬ 
der 

• 1/4 teaspoon salt 

• Pinch ground cinnamon 

• 6 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, room temperature 

• 3/4 cup granulated sugar 

• 1 large egg 

• 1 large egg white 

• 1/2 teaspoon vanilla ex¬ 
tract 

• 6 tablespoons whole 
milk 

The topping: 

• 3 ripe but firm bananas, 
unpeeled, halved length¬ 
wise 

• 1/2 cup firmly packed 
soft light brown sugar 

• 1/4 cup maple syrup 

• 3 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, plus 1 tablespoon 
for buttering the pan 

• 1/4 teaspoon ground 


allspice 
• Pinch salt 

METHOD: 

Preheat the oven to 350 
F (180 C). Generously but¬ 
ter a 9-inch (23cm) cake 
pan. Build a fire in your 
grill. When the coals are 
all ignited, the flames have 
died down and the temper¬ 
ature is medium hot, 
you’re ready to cook. 

For the topping: Place 
the bananas on the grill 
over the coals, cut side 
down, and cook until gold¬ 
en brown and slightly 
charred (2-3 minutes). Set 
aside. 

Combine the rest of the 
topping ingredients in a 
small saucepan and, on the 
stove top, bring the mix¬ 
ture to a full boil over 
medium-high heat, stir¬ 
ring until melted and 
smooth. Cook for 1 
minute, then pour into the 
buttered cake pan. Peel the 
bananas and arrange 
them, grilled side down, 
on the syrup. Set aside. 

Toast the pecans in a 
shallow baking pan in the 
oven for 5-10 minutes. 
Grind in a food processor 


or coffee grinder. Combine 
the ground pecans, flour, 
baking powder, salt, and 
cinnamon in a bowl and 
mix well. 

Combine the butter and 
sugar in a large mixing 
bowl and beat until 
creamy. Add the egg, egg 
white, and vanilla; beat un¬ 
til light and fluffy (about 1 
minute), scraping down 
the bowl as necessary. Add 
half the dry ingredients; 
beat on medium speed un¬ 
til well blended. Add the 
milk and mix well, scrap¬ 
ing down the sides of 
bowl. 

Add the remaining dry 
ingredients and beat until 
well blended. Spoon the 
batter over the bananas, 
smoothing the surface. 
Bake until a toothpick in¬ 
serted into the centre of 
the cake comes out clean 
(about 30 minutes). 

Run a knife around the 
sides of the pan to loosen. 
Set the pan on a wire rack 
and let the cake cool for 
15 minutes. Invert the 
cake onto a serving plate 
and carefully lift off the 
pan. Serve warm or at 
room temperature.

culpa: “I was wrong” are 
words you hear even less 
often than “I’m overpaid” 
in Hollywood, which is 
why a recent interview 
with West Wing creator 
Aaron Sorkin stands out in 
the overcrowded crop of 
celebrity media. 

Sorkin was coming off a 
stellar run two years ago 
when he debuted Studio 60 
On The Sunset Strip on 
NBC — one of two shows 
the network had on that 
fall’s schedule that were 
set at a Saturday Night Live- 
esque comedy revue. 
Sorkin’s show was the big 
deal, Tina Fey’s 30 Rock 
was the scrappy underdog, 
but it survived the year 
while Sorkin’s show didn’t, 
ending his winning streak 
with a messy crash. 

Two years later, and with 
nothing new to his name 
right at the moment except 
a 10th anniversary box set 
of Sports Night, an earlier, 
more simmering flop he 
made at ABC, Sorkin took 
the blame for Studio 60 in 
an online interview with 
GQ. “I made too many mis¬ 
takes,” Sorkin said, looking

back. “I would give any¬ 
thing to go back and get 
another bite of that apple.” 

“I was too angry when I 
wrote Studio 60. The show 
became like the cover of 
Abbey Road. Everybody 
was trying to figure out 
who this character was in 
real life or what that inci¬ 
dent was trying to be. But 
the anger — it was a post- 
9/11 anger. We were going 
through a time when the 
television networks were 
so sensitive toward appear¬ 
ing patriotic. And patriot¬ 
ism was just being ques¬ 
tioned all over the place. It 
just seemed like the wheels 
had come off our national 
culture.” 

Well at least Sorkin is 
willing to share the blame 
with the culture in which 
he was working, and Amer¬ 
ica in general. Duly noted. 


With the floodgates 
opened, Sorkin goes on to 
discuss the recent Holly¬ 
wood writers strike and his 
possible role in ending it 
after three months, during 
a dinner at House producer 
Paul Attanasio’s place. 


“We, that night, called 
the leadership of the Writ¬ 
ers Guild,” Sorkin recalled. 
“I know it sounds like a 
bunch of revolutionaries 
getting together to do the 
right thing, but you should 
know the dinner was 


catered. It’s not like the old 
days.” 

While no one would de¬ 
scribe a gathering where 
Sorkin and Attanasio were 
present as a bunch of revo¬ 
lutionaries, their recom¬ 
mendation to accept a deal 
with the studios was ac¬ 
cepted shortly thereafter. 

“It wasn’t a strike we 
were passionate about,” 
Sorkin said. “The fact of 
the matter is that people 
we all work with every day 

— and I’m talking about 
the 120 or so people on a 
movie set or a TV set, who 
are all the principal wage 
earners for their families 

— don’t have the kind of 
bank accounts that can 
weather a strike like this. 
We’d been wrong.” 

Those three words hang 
over the whole of last sea¬ 
son’s disastrous strike — it 
would have been nice if 
someone had uttered them 
before it started, but this 
retrospective recrimina¬ 
tion is probably as close as 
we’ll get.
